through which the engines go out of 
the roundhouse into the yard’ is al- 
most. completely filled by these great 
engines. 

| It is thought by some railway men 
that Shields must have been standing 
;on the plate at the doorway of the 
jengine, and slipped off somehow, 
|striking his head against the side of 
the arch on the rails and fracturing 
jand crushing his skull, There would 
| be little space for his body to move 
‘and he would be crushed and knock- 
jed about between the engine and the 
jarch, 

Another theory is that the engine 
was standing on the turntable with 
only the front end of the boiler im 
the arch. The turntable track forms 
the radius of the top of a cylinder, 
which is hollow, but for the track, 
The base of the cylinder is some four 
feet -below. It is stated officially 
that Shields was found at the bot- 
tom of this pit. He must have fal- 
len in some way from the side of his 
engineinto the pit. The principal in- 
jury he sustained was to the — skull, 
which was badly fractured and cut. 
The right arm was also broken, The 
fall into the pit from the drivers of 
the engine would be about 11 feet. 


Shields was about 380 years of 
married, and had three children, He 
had been employed by the G.T.R. in 


Toronto for five years, and had been 
a Passenger fireman for the last two 
years. He lived on Main street East, 
Toronto. He was a member of the 
Baptlist Church, and his parents re- 
side*in Brockville. , 

The inquest which was called at 
Matthews’ undertaking establishment, 
Queen street west, was adjourned un- 
til next Monday night at 8.30, when 
evidence will be taken in the Police 
Court at the City Hall. ‘The follow-

CANADA’S PROGRESS 


(Collier's) 

Like the United States Census Bur- 
eau, the Canadian Census office has 
| tried its hand at an estimate of national 
population. It figures that Canada had 
6,504,900 inhabitants on April 1, 1907,an 
increase of 1,133,585, or 21.1 per cent, in 
the six years since the census of 1901. 
This is more than twice the absolute, 
and nearly twice the relative i:crease 
in the ten yeara between the censuses of 
1891 and 1901, and it is a much yvreater 
relative increase than that in any decade 
since Confederation. 

There is a curious parallel between 
Canada’s present position and. that of 
the United States one Rondred years 
ago. In 1901 Canada had 5,871 315 in- 
habitants. In 1800 the Uuited States 
had 5,308,483. Before 1901 the Canadi 
an growth had been very slow—only 11.1 
per cent in the ten years from 1891 to 
| 1901 against 35.1 for the United States 
in the ten years from 1790 to 1800. But 
since 1901 there has been a sudden leap 
forward. The increase the past six 
years l a: been equivalent to a growth of 
35.1 percent in a deveude—exactly what 
the United States had inthe ten years 
preceding the census of 1800, I: is true 
thatin the teu years succeeding that 
census the United States grew a little 
}faster, gaining 36.4 between 1800 and 
1810. Still, for all practical purposes, 
Canada may be said to stand to-day 
| precisely where the Republic stood a
